The amount 
of time it takes is added to your race time. When they’re done, you're back in the race. 

Do not select the QUIT option unless you want to withdraw from the race completely and 
quit the game. 


4 FTER THE FINISH LINE: SCORING 


At the end of the race, you'll be shown your final position, and the top 6 finishers will 
receive status points. These points count toward the circuit championship, which is 

decided after you have raced on all 16 courses. These points are also added to the 20 
points you start with for your car’s settings. The increased points means you will have a 
better car for the next race. So the more you win, the better your race car becomes. For 
example, if you received four points from the first race, you will have 24 points to distrib¬ 
ute for the second race. The more points you get, the more you can “max out’' your car in 
the areas of Speed, Acceleration, Durability, Suspension, Pit Crew Speed and Turbo.

If the course has hairpin curves after S-curves, you won't 
need Turbo power as much as you'll need a great suspension. If you’ve got good 
stretches of straight road, you'll want to go with all the speed and Turbo you can muster. 
If you’re the kind of driver who gets in a lot of crashes, you’ll need a durable car and a 

lightning-quick pit crew.
